Good evening, fellow graduates, Principal Kelly, 
Superintendent White, School Committee, faculty, family and 
friends: 


I thought for a long time on what I wanted to Say today in my speech. 
I had a number of people ask what I was going to say to my fellow 
graduates, and I must confess, for quite a while I didn’t have the faintest 
idea, But, as I gave more thought to this speech, I realized that my 
fellow students weren’t the audience I wanted to address. I’ve spoken 
with most of them for 180 days out of the year for the past twelve 
years. This is a small school and everyone up on this stage knows each 
other fairly well. I had no important message that I could give them 
today, because all the important things that we say to each other, we 
say in private, informally. So ’m standing up here today, speaking not 
to my classmates, but to all of you sitting in front of me. 

There’s a great deal of variety out in the audience today, among all 
of you, in age, as well as other things. You range in age from elemen- 
tary school to a lucky few not far shy from the century mark. But you 
all have at least one thing in common today, besides being bored right 
now while listening to me, and that’s the fact that you've turned out 
to see my class graduate. And while I’m pleased that all of you have 
come here, honestly, I have to wonder how well some of you under- 
stand us. I know that, as a group, teen-agers tend to perplex pretty 
much everyone else on the planet. So I thought it might be nice if I try 
to explain to all of you something about what it is that moves myself, 
and other teenagers, in this day and age. Naturally, there’s variety, but 
it might grant you a starting place from which you can understand 
individuals. 

First, let’s start off with just how much we know. I feel no hesitation 
in saying that, as a group, we're really bright. And I’m not just talking 
about the fact that we know what a Maclaurin series is, or can discuss 
the inertia of objects in space. Give us thirty years, ask us about normal 
forces on an object, and you're probably going to get a lot of blank 
stares. No, I’m talking about the fact that we’re a cannier bunch than 
most that have come before. We're a discriminating lot for being all 
of eighteen years old, and not much slips past us. Make no mistake, 
we make our own judgments, even though the media and authority 
figures may claim otherwise. 

Undoubtedly, some of you think this is preposterous. I’m sure that 
some of you think that, as a group, we teen-agers are self-absorbed, 
flighty, irresponsible, and clueless about life’s true lessons and diffi- 
culties. Well, you might as well get rid of that idea right now, because 
it’s very outdated. For better or worse, the world has changed from the 
Way it was even a generation ago. Yes, teen-agers may be flighty, and 
vain, but we don’t have a monopoly on that market. I could name, 
without pause, a dozen people over thirty with those flaws.
